No Signs of 
Soviet Troop 
Withdrawal

PRAGUE (AP) - No definite 


signs could be seen today of the 
partial Soviet troop withdrawal 
announced by Premier Uldrich 
Cernik during the weekend. 


Cernik said in a speech Satur- 


day that "a phased withdrawal 
of foreign troops from Czecho- 
slovakia will begin in the next 
few days" although "certain 
contingents of foreign troops 
will remain." 


His statement was not echoed 


in Moscow nor was it included 
In a report on his speech by the 
Czechoslovak Communist party 
paper 
Rude 
Pravo. 
Other 


Prague newspapers and the offi- 
cial radio reported it. 


Troop movements were re- 


ported in southern Bohemia, but 
some military observers said 
they believed the Soviets were 
reinforcing the border with Aus- 
tria, The Russians concentrated 
a large contingent of their 
forces on the border with West 
Germany shortly after they 
moved into Czechoslovakia on 
the night of Aug. 30-21. 


Numerous Soviet troop trans. 


port planes 
took off 
from 


Prague's military airport Sun- 
day, and airport sources said 
they carried troops, But it could 
not be established whether the 
troops were being rotated or 
being flown home to stay, The 
Soviets have been flying in sup- 
plies for their forces since the 
start of the invasion, 


Few troops were seen on the 


roads Sunday, and the Czechos* 
Jovaks, trying to carry on with 
life as they best could, jamm>3d 
the roads for outings in the 
country,

SAN ANTONIO, Tex, (AP) - 


President Johnson met Sunday 
with Rep, George Mahon, chair- 
man of the powerful House Ap- 
propriations Committee, on the 
eve of final congressional action 
on several key money bills. 


Mahon, a Texas Democrat, 


was not an announced ranch 
visitor, but he showed up. ta the 
Pesident's church'going party 
on Sunday, 


His visit came at a time when 


Congress is winding up action 
on defense and fore gn aid 
spending, with Johnson's appro* 
priation requests facing cuts of 
some $12 billion. 


Presidential press spokesmon 


confirmed Mahon's presence at 
the ranch over the weekend as 
"a personal guest", but had 
nothing to report on what was 
discussed. 


However, with the money bills 


at the crucial turn and Johnson 
facing up to making Congress* 
imposed spending cuts, Motion's 
presence seemed to be a bit 
more than coincidental. 


The President, mganwhile, de« 


cided to continue hjs Texas 
ranch stay at least into today, 
with indications that lie may re- 
main even a day or two more.

DETROIT (AP) - Qeneraf 


Motors, giant of the auto Indus* 
try, today announced pride in* 
creases which averaged $49, or 
nearly 50 per cent under figures 
announced by Chrysler last 
week, 


GM Board Chairman James 


M. Roche denied there fad been 
any pressure from Washington 
sources to get General Motors 
to come in with a smaller figure 
than Chrysler had done as the 
1969 cars headed toward the 
market, 


"There were frank discus- 


sions in Washington, but 1 as- 
sure you General Motors' deci- 
sion as usual was made by Gen- 
eral Motors people before we 
even 
went 
to Washington," 


Roche told a news conference, 


General Motors, in figuring 


out its $49, or 1,6 per cent per 
car price boost, used list price 
figures, those which the compa- 
nies charge its dealers, Chrys- 
ler, which was the first of the 
auto companies to post its new 
list prices had figured the in- 
creases at $84, or 2.9 per cent 
over its 1568 listprices, 


In a surprise move, GM re- 


versed its decision to have fed« 
erally required headrests in- 
cluded in its price tags on an- 
nouncement day Thursday. 
"We had announced that the 
headrests would be on all the 
cars and would be included in 
the price, but for competitive 
reasons we have had to make 
them an option until Jan, 1, 
1969," Roche said. 


This referred to Chrysler's 


marketing strategy in making 
the new safety headrests an op- 
tional price item at $26 until the 
date the federal government 
says they have to be installed. 


General 
Motors 
undercut 


Chrysler's price as it said they 
would be installed for an aver- 
age of $16 per car, 


Conceding that many people 


may not like the headrests, 
which some consider to be un- 
slightly, Roche said GM would 
do its best through its dealers to 
convince all buyers to take the 
new safety item. 


Roche 
explained that the 


headrests have been installed on 
all 1969 GM cars built to date 
but he said that if a customer 
absolutely refuses to accept 
them before the federally re- 
quired date, they will be re- 
moved and the customer will be 
credited for that amount on his 
bill. 


GM's new price 
schedule 


marked the third year in a row 
it had come in with smaller 
price increases than did Chrys- 
ler, first of the auto firms to 
lead off the price parade in all 
three years. 


Chrysler came under heavy 


criticism last week from the 
White House, United Auto Work- 
ers President Walter Reuther 
and other sources for its new 
price tags, and the big question 
in the wake of GM's new figures 
was— Will Chrysler roll back its 
prices again? 


Ford and American Mctors 


have not announced their 1969 
prices as yet.

enunciated in 1917, which stated 
"when unjust aggression begins 
in this world of ours, the peace* 
loving nations must do soma* 
thing about it."

ly middle class borough of New 
York City, 
the tour was the brainchild of 


Joe Skaggs, 23, an artist, who 
described the expedition as "a 
puton of middle class values 
,,., a sort of cultural ex* 
change," 


The turned-on tourists got 


glimpses 
of such nonhippie 


Strongholds as housing develop* 
ments, bowling alleys, neatly 
manicured lawns and other mid- 
dle class symbols which ms.ny 
of the hippies left behind when 
they fled to the Village. 


Included in the tour were sev- 


eral stops, During one of them 
- at a restaurant for ice cream 
-eight "straight" patrons fled 
through a side door when the 
hippies walked in. 


Other Queens residents greet- 


ed the expedition with a mixture 
of surprise, skepticism and 
amusement. 


"We're being invaded," cried 


one housewife, as the hippies 
de-bussed near her house. "It 
must be some kind of under- 
ground movie stunt," added her 
husband. 


During a stop in Jamaica Es- 


tates, the hippies wandered 
around, snapping pictures of 
suburbanites 
watering 
their 


lawns and reading the Sunday 
papers, 


"Hey what do you do at night 


around here?" one of the tour 
group asked a womift» 


"Not much," she said, "We go 


to sleepearly,"

enough? Humphrey thinks he 
can win by taking the offense 
against Nixon on issues of per- 
sonality, prosperity, by calling 
for civil justice as well as law 
and order and by trying to paint 
Nixon as more of a hawk or for- 
eign policy hardliner than Hum- 
phrey, 


Nor is Humphrey reluctant to 


portray himself as, if not the 
best presidential candidate pos- 
sible, at least a better alterna- 
tive than Nixon or George C. 
Wallace. 


His biggest problem, and he 


knows it, is Vietnam, He is said 
to be under stron; pressure to 
make som* dramatic gesture or 
statement that would divorce 
him from the Johnson admmts- 
tration's 
Vietnam policy. It 


seemed unlikely that he would. 


But he is again hitting with 


greater emphasis that while he 
is only a vice president and a 
candidate now and thus with no 
control over events, he would 
put an end to the war on top of 
his priorities as president.

clerk must be members of the 
minority party. 


His opinion came in regard 


to composition of election offi* 
cials In Arkansas, 
Pureell's opinion went to Gov, 


Winthfop Rockefeller, who ex- 
pressed fear last week that the 
Republican party, legally the 
majority party in Arkansas, 
might not have representation 
at some precincts in the elec- 
tion, 


Rockefeller's fear came after 


the state Board of Election 
Commissioners, controlled by 
Democrats, named the third 
members of the 75 county elec- 
tion commissions last Monday. 


The members nominated by 


the 6-3 Democratic majority on 
the state board will control the 
balance of power in 16 counties 
where 
Rockefeller said 
the 


board's choice did not represent 
the GOP. 


Odell Pollard, state Republi- 


can chairman and a state board 
member, said he believed that 
under the law the county com- 
missioners representing Repub- 
licans might disagree on the 
naming of judges and clerks, 
thus throwing the election open 
to the entire commission, 


Purcell told Rockefeller that 


the underlying premise of the 
law "is that two judges and 
one clerk in each precinct must 
be members of the majority 
party and that one judge and 
one clerk representing the mi- 
nority party must be members 
of such minority party."

Douglas 
Again Rules 
foe Reserves 
WASHINGTON (AP) - 
For 


the second time in two weeks, 
Justice William 6. Douglas has 
ordered the Army not to send 
groups of reservists to Vietnam 
until the Supreme Court consid- 
ers whether to hear their objec- 
tions to being called up for ac- 
tive duty. 


In issuing the order Sunday, 


Douglas told the Army he was 
staying until at least Oct. 7 any 
orders to send the 448th Postal 
Unit and the 1018th Service Sup- 
ply Company to Vietnam, 


Douglas, who acted one day 


after Chief Justice Earl Warren 
refused to intervene, issued a 
similar order Sept, 12 for the 
1002nd Combat Supply Compa- 
ny. Warren and Justice Hugo 
Black also had declined to act in 
the earlier case. 


The postal unit is from New 


York City, while the supply 
company is from Schenectady,^ 
N.Y. Both units are stationed at 
Ft. Lee, Va. The 1002nd is from 
Ohio 
and Stationed at 
Ft, 


Meade, Met. 


Thirteen members of the post- 


al unit and 83 members of the 
supply company asked for the 
stay. Their case, as in the one 
from 113 members of the 1002nd 
company, is based on the con- 
tention that it Is unconstitutional 
for the President to activate the 
reserves for extended duty with- 
out the declaration of war or a 
national emergency.

a whole for the domestic*polltl- 
cat advantage of a single faction 
or party. The Idea of the Presl* 
dent's going to Russia at this 
time strikes me as pure mad« 
ness. 


"What respect would the Rus» 


slans pay to the word of a lam.? 
duck p r e s i d e n t ? " Kennan 
asked. "What has Mr. Johnson 
to offer them? It Is a bad policy 
to go and plead with people 
when you have no cards In your 
hands, no carrot and no stick." 


The 64»year-old retired diplo- 


mat and scholar also said the 
Invasion of Czechoslovakia last 


month by the Soviet Union and

he announced his third*party 
candidacy in January the de- 
gree of success it would achieve 
by late September, 


Wallace, for example, expect- 


ed his "mission impossible" 
task force of Alabama lawyers 
to win for him a place on the 
ballots of 40 states at most, 


Last Week, when he met the 


qualifications of the 50th state 
-although 
Ohio 
remains in 


ioubt—he began referring to the 
Democrats and Republicans as 
"the other two national par- 
ties." 


He says his campaign treas- 


ury is in good condition, "but 
don't get the idea we're swim- 
ming in money," and he plans 
to eliminate many of the fund- 
raising dinners that have been a 
staple of Ids campaign appear- 
ances. There also is a rumor 
that he soon will replace his 
prop-driven DC? airplane with a 
speedier prop-jet model. 


He also plans to slow the pace 


of his campaign. Last Friday he 
completed a fatiguing swing 
through the Southwest, Midwest 
and South, and will not resume 
again until next Friday, when 
he will embark on a trip 
through the Northeast, Midwest 
and Far West.

cess has become clear as his 
traveling road show—complete 
with a country band and two 
blonde vocalists—the Taylor Sis- 
ters, Mona and Lisa—has wound 
its way through 31 states.

"I reply to them," Wallace 


said the other night in Florida, 
"in the words of an old hillbilly 
song: 'It's too late to ask for 
forgiveness.' " 


"Tell it like it is, George!" 


has become a slogan shrieked at 
rallies from Milwaukee to Mont- 
gomery, Lowell to Long Beach. 


His appeal is pitched to men 


who attend his rallies in shirts 
with open collars, women in to- 
reador pants, though suits and 
ties are well-represented, and 
lately, a growing number of 
young people have been on 
hand. 


"Folks hace been looking 


down their noses at us rednecks 
long 
enough," Wallace tells 


them, "and we're going to show 
them on Nov. 5 that there are 
more of us than them," 


He says his views "represent 


the mainstream 
of American 


thought" and that he has a bet- 
ter than an outside chance of 
winning the election. 


He sneers at the "scientific 


polls" which currently reflect 
the support of about 20 per cent 
of the electorate, recalls his un- 
predicted success when he ran 
in primary elections to 1964, and 
predicts, "We're going to put a 
lot of pollsters out of business

President Johnson's "Then so 
be it," has repeated his stand 
that some U.S. troop withdraw- 
als should be possible in the 
near future. 


The Democratic presidential 


candidate, drawing the biggest 
crowds of his campaign in Ohio 
Sunday, also said Ho hopes if 
elected to work out "de-Ameri- 
canization of the war" with Sai- 
gon leaders. 


Humphrey repeated in Colum- 


bus his prediction that "system- 
atic reduction of American 
forces" should be possible soon, 
when and if South Vietnam be- 
comes able to take over more of 
its own self defense. 


"Now 
that's my position," he 


said. "What's the President's 
position, that's his business." 


But Humphrey said he sees no 


conflict in Johnson's statement 
that no one can predict timing 
of troop withdrawals. He said 
Johnson was referring to "when 
this war will be over, when you 
can withdraw all your troops." 


Humphrey declined, however, 


to repeat his earlier prediction 
that withdrawals could begin by 
early 1969. He called such spe- 
cific forecasts "pitfalls" for 
public officials.
